DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither anticipates nor make obvious applicant's claimed invention. Applicant's 
independent claim 1 requires a base, a sight arm pivotally attached to one end of the 
base and a support arm attached to the other end. A first spring is required to bias the 
sight arm to a lowered position while a second spring biases a support arm to a raised 
position; the support arm engaging said sight arm when in a raised position. U.S. 
358747 issued to Holman discloses a sight device having a base A, a sight arm B 
pivotally attached to one end of base A, and a support arm D2 attached to another end 
of base A. A first spring b7 biases the sight arm in a raised and lowered position via nut 
b4. However, Holman does not disclose a second spring for biasing the support arm D2 
to a raised position.
